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To Dr. Martin, hesitating to 
leave his very sick wife to fulfill a 
preaching engagement, the reas- 
suring counsel of his small son 
came as word from the Lord. 
‘Don’t worry, Daddy; God will 
take care of Mother while you're 
goné,” he had said. So Dr. Martin 
preached that night and hearts 
sought and found the Lord as a re- 
sult. 

Rejoicing, he hurried home to 
find Mrs. Martin’s condition much 
improved. During his absence she 
had written the words of the well- 
known Gospel song: 


Be not dismayed whate’re betide, 
God will take care of you; 
Beneath His wings of love abide, 

God will take care of you. 


It should gladden the hearts of 
God’s children to know that they 
are the objects of His tenderest 
care and unfailing mercy; that 
‘like as a father pitieth his chil- 
dren, so the Lord pitieth them 
that fear him” (Ps. 103:13). His 
care includes the smallest details 
of life, for we are told that “the 
very hairs of your head are all 
numbered” (Matt. 10:30). 


When Bishop Watts-Ditchford 
was a small boy, an aged saint 
asked him to read the words of a 
motto that hung on her wall. He 
read, ““‘Thou God Seest Me.” Then 
she said, ‘“Laddie, folks say that 
God’s eye is on you to mark your 
sins and shortcomings; but always 
remember it’s because He loves 
you that He never loses sight of 
you—even for a little moment.” 

This is a blessed truth indeed, 
one we do well to remember. 


He Cares About You in Times 
of Doubt and Distress 


There are times when our ex- 
periences cause us to ask, “Hath 
God forgotten to be_ gracious?

1. Six Days At Bill Rice’s 
Ranch 


The Cumberwood Christian As- 
sembly Ground, on the Bill Rice 
Ranch, nine miles from Murfrees- 
boro, Tennessee, slowly takes 
shape. Last week, June 14 to 20, 
I spent, speaking twice daily and 
helping supervise many voluntary 
workers in construction. I arrived 
in time for supper Monday night, 
after seeing my fifth daughter 
graduate from Wheaton College. 
I flew to Nashville, where Bill 
met me. I preached to the as- 
sembled group on Monday night. 
For four hours daily some sixty- 
five men and young men worked 
at construction jobs on the ranch. 
Some worked seven hours daily. 
Under Evangelist Joe B. Rice’s 
direction, a group worked at build- 
ing seven cabins, each to have two 
rooms with bath. They got half 
through last week, and hope to 
finish them this week, except for 
plumbing, which will come later. 
A crew cut poles and dug cattle 
guards. in the new road being pre- 


’ pared into the ranch, to the Chris- 
tian Assembly Ground. Some did 


painting and fencing. A large crew 
worked with. me in building a 
tabernacle 56 by 70 feet. The tall 
locust and cedar posts were 
planted deep in the rocky ground. 
Heavy two-by-six oak boards, un- 
finished, were built. into seventy- 
foot-long heavy stringers, and 
then lifted to notches prepared, 
and nailed in place. Plates were 
put on. Heavy rafters were sawn 
and put in place. Braces and ties 
were carefully lined up and put 
in place. Then sheeting boards 
were nailed on top. I _ sup- 
pose that we got the tabernacle 
three-fourths done. We had serv- 
ices Saturday night and Sunday 
under the shade of the partially— 
completed tabernacle. 


The work was hard, using vol- 
untary laborers to do. skilled 
work. It took a lot of showing 
how, a lot of patience, and it was 
rather strenuous on a preacher. 
Some blisters and skinned places, 
sunburn, and aching muscles were 
repaid by wonderful sleep, a re- 
markable appetite, and. by seeing 
the work progress on the confer- 
ence ground which Bill is work- 


ing so hard to develop for Jesus. 


Now finished or nearing comple- 
tion are two dormitories of con- 
crete blocks, ten cabins, each to 
be two rooms and bath, a large 
tabernacle,. a forty-by-eighty foot 
dining hall and kitchen, a lake, 
well house, a deep well, electric 
lights, etc. Of the approximately 


150 people (including men, women, 


and children) on the _ grounds, 
people slept in the old ranch 
house, at Bill’s home, in my Sis- 
ter’s home where I was a guest, 
in a corner of the dining hall, un- 
der tents, in a log corn crib, in 
dormitories and cabins! 


God will use the Cumberwood 
Christian Assembly Ground on the 
Bill Rice Ranch, I am sure.

look of astonishment, and 
“Yes, of course.” 

I said, “Why do you think I will 
pray for you?” 

“Because you said so.” 


I said, “Is not God’s Word as 
good as mine?” 

He saw it at once, that while 
he was willing to believe my word, 
he was not willing to believe God’s 
Word. He received assurance on 
the spot and knew that he had 
everlasting life. 

Another verse which can be used 
to advantage with this class is 
John 5:24: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, ind be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life.” 

This verse has been used of God 
to bring many into assurance of 
salvation. I John 5:12 is also very 
plain: 

“He that hath the Son hath life;

God hath not life.” 

Acts 13:39 has been greatly 
used of God in dealing with this 
class. “By him all that believe are 
justified from all things. .. .” Ask 
the inquirer, “What does this verse 
say that all who believe are?” 
“Justified.” “Justified from what?” 
“From all things.” ‘‘Do you be- 
lieve?” “I do.” “What are you 
then?” It will probably be neces- 
sary to go over it several times be- 
fore the inquirer answers, “I am 
justified”; but when he does, tell 
him to thank God for justifying 
him, and to confess Christ before 
the world. See to it that he does it. 

I was dealing one night with a 
young woman who was in great 
distress of soul because she could’ 
not see that she had forgiveness 
of sin. I went carefully over the 
ground to find if she really had ac- 
cepted Christ, and it appeared 
clear that she had. Then I had 
her read Acts 13:39, “By him all 
that believe are justified from all 
things.” 

“Now,” I said, “Who does God 
say in this verse are justified from 
all things?” 

“All that believe.’ 

“Believe on whom?” 

“Believe on Christ.”

2. Many inquirers of this class 
stumble over the fact that they 
have not the witness of the Holy 
Spirit. Show them that the witness 
of the Word to their acceptance is 
sufficient, from I John 5:10: 

“He that believeth on the Son 
of God hath witness in himself. he 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; BECAUSE HE BE- 
LIEVETH NOT THE RECORD 
THAT GOD GAVE of his Son.” 

This verse tells us that if we 
believe not the witness of God in 
His Word, we make Him a liar. 
I was once dealing with a very 
intelligent young man along this 
line. He professed that he had ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ, but that he 
did not know that he had eternal 
life. I showed him God's testimony

that “he that hath the Son hath 
life’ (I John 5:12).

Then I read the tenth verse, “He 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; because he believeth 
not the record that God gave of 
his Son.” : 

“Now,” I said, ‘“God’s record 
concerning His Son is that eternal 
life is in Him (verse 11), and that 
‘He that hath the Son hath life’ 
(verse 12). Now this is God’s rec- 
ord. If you do not believe it, no 
matter what your feelings are, 
what are you doing?” 

In a little while the man replied, 
“T am making God a har, but I 
never saw it before.”’ 

Then and there he trusted the 
naked Word of God, and went out 
with the knowledge that his sins 
were forgiven, and that God had 
given him eternal life. 

Also show those who are waiting 
for the witness of the Holy Spirit, 
that it is after we believe the tes- 
timony of the Word that we are 
sealed with the Holy Spirit of 
promise, using Ephesians 1:13 for 
this purpose: 

“In whom ye also trusted, after 
that ye heard the word of truth, 
the gospel of your salvation: in 
whom also AFTER THAT YE 
BELIEVED, ve were sealed with 
that holy Spirit of promise,” 


The letter which I am about to 


quote will, I am sure, touch the 


heart of every Christian mother! 


and father who reads it. I know 
you Christian fathers and mothers 
want the best for your children. 
We are living in days when it is 
not easy to bring up our ¢hildren 
right. Thére are so many _ influ- 
ences that are subtle and powerful. 
Even Christian young people are 
often thrown with attractive 
worldly people who are not Chris- 
tians; and even though these 
Christian young people may not 
follow these worldly young people 
into worldliness and sin, there is 
a tendency to have the fine edge 
knocked off of the Christian testi- 
mony of Christian young people 
because of their contact with these 
worldly young people. 

Fathers and mothers who send 
their sons and daughters to Bob

The natural order in assurance 
is this: first, assurance of our 
justification, resting upon the na- 
ked Word of God, (such passages 
as Acts 13:39); second, public 
confession of Christ with the 
mouth, (Rom. 10:10); and third, 
the witness of the Holy Spirit, 
(Ieph. 1:13, Rom. 8:16). The trou- 
ble with many is, that they wish 
to invert this order, and have the 
witness of the Holy Spirit before 
they confess Christ with the 
mouth. . 

It is very important in using 
these texts, to make clear what 
saving faith is, because many say 
that they believe, when they do 
not in the sense of these texts, 
and so get a false assurance, and 
entertain false hopes, and. never 
get deliverance. There is a good 
deal of careless dealing with those 
who lack assurance. Workers are 
so anxious to have inquirers come 
out clearly, that they urge them 
on to assurance when they have no 
right to assurance because they 
have not really accepted Christ. It 
is better for a man not to have 


assurance that he is saved, than 


for a man to have assurance that 
he is saved when in reality he is 
not. John 1:12, II Timothy 1:12 
and Romans 10:10 make very 
clear what the character of saving 
faith is.

The Bible does not indicate that 


intoxicating wine was used for the: 


Lord’s Supper. It is never called 
wine in the Bible in this connec- 
tion, however, but “the fruit of 
the vine” (Matt. 25:29) or “the 


of the Bible, you: may be sure that 
God does not recommend that 
same kind of wine in another part 


of the Bible. 

See that drinking people have a 
chance to read these verses from 
the Word of God which show the 
awful results of liquor.

original manuscript was wrong, 
so they put in words which they 
supposed may have been there 
originally. That certainly was not 
a translation of the words of the 
Hebrew text. They frankly con- 
fessed this device and justified it 
to their own satisfaction. So the 
translators frequently take the 
language out of the Hebrew idiom 
and deliberately put it into the 
English idiom. Well, this is a para- 
phrase, not an exact and literal 
translation. 

And to us whbd believe that the 
very words of the original manu- 
script are inspired of God, as Jesus 
Christ Himself said,—even the 
jots and tittles—and as the psalm- 
ist said, “Every word of God is 
pure” (Prov. 30:5), and as Jesus 
said that “every word” of the 
Seriptures “‘proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God” (Matt. 4:4), those 
of us who believe what Jesus 
Christ believed on this matter 
think it is presumptuous and 
wrong and leads to error to use 
the method of paraphrase instead 
of literal translation. 


How a Paraphrase Loses the 
Integrity of a Verbally- 
Inspired Bible 


2. It seéms to me that your real 
trouble is that you do not object 
to paraphrase of the Scriptures. 
You do not believe, evidently, in 
the verbal inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures which the Saviour Himself 
believed and taught, (Matt. 4:4, 
Matt. 5:17, 18) and which the 
Scriptures everywhere claim for 
themselves (Jer. 30:2, I Cor. 2:13, 
Rev. 22:18, 19). So you are pleased 
with Phillips’ paraphrase. And in 
the Scripture you mention, I Cor- 
inthians 1:30, Phillips changes the 
Bible meaning to teach salvation 
by works, which the original cer- 
tainly does not teach at all. And 
this is the danger of all para- 
phrases. They are man’s interpre- 
tation. A man may be ever so 
honest; he may intend to. say 
exactly what he thinks the Scrip- 
ture means; but if he misunder- 
stands the Scriptures, 
parapnrase will be his opinion and 
not a true translation. And that 
danger is in all one-man transla- 
tions, so that reputable Protestant 
church leaders have never accept- 
ed any one-man translation as 
uniformly reliable. If you were 
opposed to paraphrases passing as 
Seripture translations you would 


on the part of scholars who are 
just as sincere as you are, who 
believe in the divinity of the Sav- 
iour just as much as you do. . .” 
Here the meaning of words is in- 
volved. What do you mean by

incorrect. One of the men lately

active on the committee says that 
he believes in the virgin birth of 
Christ. The others openly avow 
that they do not believe in the 
virgin birth, in the bodily resur- 
rection, in the need for blood aton- 
ment, and for supernatural regen- 
eration. Would you call that un- 
converted Jew who does not even 
claim to be a Christian a “conse- 
crated’’ Christian? That seems to 
me not very thoughtful of you. Dr. 
Harry M. Orlinsky, of the Jewish 
Institute of Religion, New York, 
has never even hinted that he is 
a Christian and would vigorously 
deny it. 

You say these men are “just as 
sincere as you are.” Possibly. I do 
not say that they are not sincere. 
I simply say that they are not 
sincerely Christian. They may be 
sincere infidels when they deny 
the virgin birth of Christ. They 
may be sincere, just as Bob Inger- 
soll and Tom Paine may have been 
sincere when they taught exactly 
what nearly every one of. these 
men teach in their own published 
works. But sincerity does not 
make an infidel a reliable Bible 
scholar and a good man whose 
opinion is to be followed about 
the meaning of Scripture and its 
proper translation. 

You say they “believe in the 
divinity of the Saviour just as 


much as you do.” There you speak | 


certainly very ignorantly. Suppose 
you find one place in Dr. Orlin- 
sky’s writings where he says~-he 
believes in the divinity or deity of 
Christ. The simple truth is that 
Dr. Kyle M. Yates is the only 
man of the twenty-two members 
since 1937 who openly professes 
to beheve in the deity of Christ, 
His virgin birth, His bodily resur- 
rection, His blood atonement for 
Sinners, and the other marks of 
His deity as acknowledged through 
all the centuries by every orthodox 
Protestant and Catholic scholar. 
And if you mean divine in any 
other sense than deity, then you 
do not mean what classic, historic 
Christianity meant for nineteen 
centuries. No, you have no right 
to say that these men believe in 
the divinity of the Saviour. They 
do not say so themselves and they, 
with one or more exceptions, open- 
ly repudiate the deity of Christ. 
I hope you will read their books 
and see that for yourself, and then 
you will write and tell me you 
were mistaken because you are a

those who lack assurance is, that 
there is some sin or questionable 
practice in their lives which they 
ought to confess and give up. 
When this is the case, it will not 
do to deal with the inquirer along 
the lines mentioned above. Take 
him rather to such passages as 
John 8:12: 

“Then spake Jesus again unto 
them, saying, I am the light of the 
world: he that followeth me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light of life.” 

When the man has read the pas- 
sages you can tell him that Jesus’ 
promise was that if we follow Him 


The young communist replied, 
“Those who ought to be there will 
be.” Then he went on to relate 
how he had given his life to com- 
munism. He said as a communist 
he worked eight hours, spent eight 
hours sleeping and doing things 
for himself. The remaining eight 
hours of every day was devoted to 
the communist cause. He said that 
he kept only the bare amount that 
he needed to live on‘and that fully 
half of his income was going to 
spread communism.

She confessed that she was, 
that her husband had received a 
great anointing of the Holy Spirit 
and she had not, and what was 
more, she was afraid her husband 
would go into Christian work and 
she did not want him to, and so 
she had gotten utterly in the dark. 
After some _ conversation .and 
prayer, she surrendered wholly to 
the will of God, and the next 
morning received a wonderful bap- 
tism with the Holy Spirit. 

Isaiah 55:7 is a good passage to 
use with those who lack assurance 
because of sin. Proverbs 28:13 and 
Psalm 32:1-5 are good passages to 
use with those who have some un- 
confessed sin that is keeping them 
out of the enjoyment of fellowship 
with God. These passages show 
that when sin is forsaken and con- 
fessed we receive pardon and light 
and assurance. 


Oftentimes it is well when one 
lacks assurance, first to put the 
question clearly to him, “Do you 
know of any sin which you are 
cherishing, or anything in your life 
which your conscience troubles you 
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asked him. where he was going. 
He told the man that he was going 
to a communist meeting. The man 
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there at midnight, will there?”

He Cares About You in 
Time of Peril 


An elderly Quaker couple who 
lived at the edge of a wilderness 
settlement in Pennsylvania were 
notified one day that the Indians 
were expected to attack at any 
moment. That night they read 
Psalm 91, and having committed 
themselves to God, prepared to re- 
tire. 


“We shall leave the latchstring 
outside tonight, Mother,” said the 
husband. “God’s Word tells us, 
‘Thou shalt not be afraid for the 
terror by night; nor for the arrow 
that flieth by day’; God will take 
care of thee and me.” 

Not long after that they heard 
their door being slowly opened. A 
terrifying silence followed. Then, 
very cautiously, the door was shut 
again. 

Next morning the near-by set- 
tlement lay in ruins; and an anx- 
ious -search revealed to the old 


_ couple that they were the sole 


' survivors of a night of terrible 


pillage and massacre. Their trust 
in God’s care for them had spok- 
en a message of friendship to the 
red men, and proved the means 
of deliverance from almost certain 
death. 


When bandits took a North 
China city, hundreds of Chinese 
women and children fled to the 


mission compound for protection. 
The lone missionary stationed 
there despaired for their safety, 


+f6r it seemed certain the compound 


would be attatked soon after dark. 
She wondered What she would do 
when the shooting began. 


In this troubled state of mind 
she prayed, “O Lord, I have borne 
witness to these people that Thou 
art able to deliver them that trust 
in Thee. Prove Thyself strong now 
on our behalf, for Thine own glo- 
ry.” 

All night long she moved among 
the refugees, encouraging faithful 
Christians among them who con- 
tinued steadfast in prayer. Hor- 
rible acts of violence were com- 
mitted on all sides of the com- 
pound, but none within the com- 
pound suffered harm.

(Phil. 4:19). 

If we honor God in our daily 
walk, we will have cause to speak 
of His daily care for us. 

The widowed mother of several 
small children served the last of 
their meager supply of bread for 
supper one snowy night. She had 
no money with which to buy more, 
and wondered what she could give 
them to eat for breakfast. 

Next morning the table was set 
as usual, and the children called 
to take their places. Then the 
mother said, “Children, we need 
bread. We must ask the Lord to 
supply our need.” And pray they 
did—all of them. 

Scarcely had they finished their 
earnest petitions, when a loud 
knock at the kitchen door sent 
the oldest boy running across the 
room to answer it. 

“My truck’s stalled in a snow- 
drift around the corner,” said the 
man at the door, whose arm was 
piled high with loaves of bread. 
“Can't make any more deliveries 
today, and I can’t sell this bread 
tomorrow. Ask your mother if she 
can make use of it, Sonny.” 

“This is the confidence that we 
have in him, that, if we ask any 
thing according to his will, he 
heareth us” (I John 5:14). 

Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman once 
experienced great help when sore- 
ly in need of funds to meet press- 
ing obligations.

The minister could not answer.

in less than five minutes he got 
it back again just as good as ever. 


I like the Gospel because it 
came to destroy four of my worst 
enemies. The first of these is 
death. Up in that little village in 
New England where I came from 
they used to toll the bell when 
any one died, striking it once 
for every year. I used to think 
when the bell struck seventy, and 
sometimes eighty, Ah, death is a 
good way off; but sometimes it 
only struck a few times, and then 
it used to seem very solemn. 


The thought of death used to 
trouble me so that sometimes I 
couldn’t sleep in a room alone; 
but, thanks be unto God, who giv- 
eth us the victory, it doesn’t 
trouble me any now. I have 
learned to answer that question, 
“O death, where is thy sting?” by 
replying— 

Buried in the bosom of the Son 
of God! 

There is a Psalm which some 
people always quote wrong: 
“When I pass through the dark 
valley. of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil.” But there isn’t 
any “dark” there. Men put it 
there; God does not. That valley 
is not dark any more since Jesus 
Christ went through it. He seized 
death and bound him hand and 
foot, and took away all his power 
over those who believe in the Son 
of God. The only dark thing that 
is left there now is the shadow of 
death; but. you know there is 
nothing terrible in a shadow; the 
substance isn’t there any more. 

Another enemy which the Gos- 
pel of Christ destroys is sin. Sin 
brought death into the world, but 
Christ takes sin away. 

Can you find anything of a 
cloud after it has vanished from 
the sky? Well, God has promised 
to blot out our sins as a cloud, 
and our iniquities as a thick cloud. 

Another: enemy is the grave. 

It used .to frighten me to hear 
the earth falling on the coffins, 
but now I hear the voice of Christ, 
saying, “I will raise him up at the 
last day.” 

The fourth enemy that I used 
to be afraid of is the judgment. 

But now the judgment for sin 
has passed. Christ “has been 
judged for us; Christ has been con- 
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demned for us; Christ has been 
slain for us, the just for the un- 
just. There is to be a day of judg- 
ment to settle the rewards of our 
stewardship, but no more judg- 
ment for our sins if we have ac- 
cepted Christ, who was judged, 
condemned, and slain in our stead. 
The Gospel says of the believer 
in Christ, he “shall not come into 
condemnation; but is passed from 
death unto life.” 


That is the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ; and do you think people 
ought to be gloomy or to put on 
long faces when they hear it? 


Away out on the prairie, out 
in the western country, in the au- 
tumn, when there hasn’t been any 
rain for months, sometimes the 
prairie grass catches fire, and if 
there comes up a very strong wind, 
the flames just roll along in a 
wall of fire twenty feet high, and 
sometimes go at the rate of twen- 
ty miles an hour. 


When the frontier men see it 
coming what do they do? They 
know they cannot run as fast as 
the fire can. Not the | fleetest 
horse can escape from that fire. 
They just take a match and light 
the grass around them, then they 
get into the burnt place and are 
safe. They hear the flames roar; 
they see death coming towards 
them; but they do not fear, they 
do not tremble; because the fire 
has passed over the place where 
they are, and there is no danger. 
There is nothing for the fire to 
burn. 

There is one mountain peak 
that the wrath of God has. swept 
over—that is Mount Calvary; and 
that fire spent its fury upon the 
bosom of the Son of God. Take 
your stand here by His cross, 
where Christ died for you, and 
you will be safe for time and 
eternity. 

I have read of a Russian noble- 
man whose son was wild and un- 
manageable, so he sent him into 
the army, hoping the strict dis- 
cipline might correct him; but he 
made a very great mistake in 
supposing that a change of cir- 
cumstances would save the boy; 
what he needed is just what all 
sinners need—a change of heart. 

Instead of growing better, this 

young man got worse and worse. 
He borrowed money as long as he 
could and spent it in gambling and 
dissipation. When at last he could 
borrow no longer, he was sued for 
debt and was in danger of being 
sent to prison. 
« On the night before he was to 
be tried as a defaulter he sat in 
his barracks, thinking over his 
wicked course. After a while he 
took a piece of paper and wrote 
down upon it all the sums of mon- 
ey he owed, that he might see 
how bad his case really was. It 
made a long, long list. When he 
came to add it up, he was alto- 
gether in despair. Then he wrote 
underneath the figures’ these 
words: “Who will pay all these 
debts for me?” and with his head 
bowed upon the barrack table, he 
wept himself to sleep. 

It chanced that the emperor, 
who was accustomed to go about 
in disguise, came that night at a 
late hour through these barracks 
where the young soldier was 
asleep. Noticing him there, and 
the paper beside him, he guessed 
at once what was the matter. So 
he took the paper and: read it: 
then, without awaking the broken- 
}hearted boy, he wrote under the 
question, ‘‘Who will pay all these 
debts for me?” the single word 
Nicholas. 

When the young soldier awoke 
and looked again at the paper, he 
was overwhelmed with surprise 
to see the signature of the emper- 
or underneath his list of debts. It 
seemed too good to be true, but 
early in the morning sure enough 
the’ money came from the emperor; 
he paid all his debts, and was 
saved from a felon’s cell. 

I don’t know whether this sto- 
ry is true or not, but I know that 

a greater Emperor than Nicholas 
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has paid my long list of debts and 
sins, and in His glorious love and 
mercy I am a free man. No prison 
for me; no condemnation for me: 


Jesus paid it all, 
All the debt I owe; 

Sin had left a crimson stain; 
He washed it white as snow.

“He Hath Sent Me to Heal the 
Brokenhearted” 


The next thing that Christ says 
He came to do is to heal the 
brokenhearted; to carry our sor- 
rows as well as to atone for sins. 
I often wonder why so many 
people with broken hearts persist 
in carrying their sorrow, when 
Christ offers to carry it for them 
and they might cast their burden 
upon him, 

There is no class of people who 
are free from broken hearts. Some 
years ago I used to visit from 
house to house among the poor of 
this city, and since then I have 
made the acquaintance of a good 
many people who were rich, but 
I find broken hearts everywhere, 
among rich and poor, high and 
low, wise and ignorant. There are 
no hearts strong enough to stand 
the strain and the blows of this 
sorrowful world. 


I made five calls one day, and 
at every house I found a broken 
heart. The first was a mother 
whose son had come home drunk 
the night before; she had never 
known of his bad habits until then. 
The next was a mother whose 
little family of children had been 
broken by death since my last 
visit. The third was a wife whose 
husband had cruelly deserted her, 
and she neither knew where he 
was nor how she was to live 
through the winter, which was 
then coming on. I need not tell 
you the others, but in every house 
I entered that afternoon there 
was an afflicted heart. 


I met a young man at the inqui- 
ry meeting last night who had been 
so full of grief and despair that he 
said he had been down to the lake 
night after night, looked into its 
dark waters, and half resolved to 
take the deadly plunge. 


If all the sorrows in this city 
were written down, this building 
couldn’t hold the books which 
would be written. Ever since 
Adam was driven out of Eden this 
world has been no stranger to 
tears, and I wonder how it is that 
so many people can stay away 
from Christ, who offers to bear 
our griefs and carry our sorrows 
if we will only lay them on Him. 
The Bible tells us of Jacob weep- 
ing over the bloody coat of his 
darling Joseph; of the tears of 
David as he went up to his cham- 
ber, crying out, “O Absalom, 
would to God I had died for thee!” 
And among the first sounds the 
Son of God heard when He came 
into this world were the voices 
of those Bethlehem mothers, 
weeping over the loss of their 
infant sons killed by the soldiers 
of Herod. 

I want to call your attention to 
that little word “sent.” “He hath 
sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted.” My friends, no matter 
how great a work any man has 
to do, he will be certain to suc- 
ceed in it if only God has sent him. 
God sent Moses down to Egypt to 
bring out three millions of slaves. 
When he got there the proud King 
Pharaoh said they shouldn’t go, 
but that didn’t make any differ- 
ence with Moses. God sent him, 
and he was certain to succeed. 
God sent Joshua to capture the 
land of Canaan. The cities were 
great, and walled up to Heaven; 
but when the proper time came, 
the walls of Jericho fell down. 
God sent Gideon, and Samson, 
and Elisha against great odds, 
but never one of them failed. And 
if the Son of God “sent to heal the 
brokenhearted”—if God sends Him 
—is He not certain to succeed? 

If you break your arm or your 
leg, you straightway call a doctor 
to mend it for you; but if you 
break your heart what are you go- 
ing to do? 

In the time of Christ they didn’t 
have any hospitals, but if there 
were people sick in the house they 
brought them to the door that 
people passing by might see them; 
and if anyone went by who had 
suffered from such a disease he 
would stop and tell the sick man 
how he had been cured. Some- 


times this worked well enough, : 


never found anyone who knew 
the right remedy. When the Son 
of God came and walked along 
those roads they brought out the 
sick people for Him to see, and 
everyone that was brought to 
Him was healed. He only spoke 
the word and it was done. He 
knew a remedy for all the dis- 
eases. He has still a balm for 
every wound. He knows how to 
heal the suffering soul as well 
as the broken and wounded body; 
and yet you try to carry all the 
heavy sorrows yourselves, instead 
of laying them on Him. You try 
every other doctor before you 
come to the Great Physician. 


I know two wives in this city 
whose husbands are dead, and 
they utterly refuse. to be com- 
forted; they will die of broken 
hearts before long unless they 
learn to cast their cares on Him 
who careth for them. 


Three years ago a gentleman 
in this city took his wife and four 
children to New York and put 
them on that French steamer to 
cross the ocean. There was a col- 
lision, and the mother, with her 
children around her, went down 
on the deck of that vessel. She 
was afterward picked up, but the. 
children were never found. When 
she reached England and I heard 
of the awful calamity, I left my 


fort the childless, brokenhearted 
mother. But’I found that Jesus: 
had been there before. me. It 


up to the gates of Heaven, sée. 


back again for a little while to 
do some more work for the Mas- 
ter. Those children used to come 
to our North Side meeting with 
their mother, and-one night they 
said, “Mamma, may we not go 
with the rest into the inquiry 
room and learn how to come to 
Jesus?” The mother brought them 
in, and in a little while they were. 
soundly, intelligently converted, 
and we received them as mem-. 
bers of the church; and now 
Christ had taken the children all 
at once to Himself, but He did 
not forget to bind up the heart 


That mother herself was telling 
this sad story at the woman's 


meeting in Farwell Hall the other 


day, or I should not have felt at 
liberty to tell it here. 


A mother once came to mé and 
said, “I have a boy who is a wan- 
derer. I know not where he is. 
I would go to the ends of the 
earth if I could only find him; and 
how can I cast: such a burden as 
that upon the Lord?” 

“Do you not think He could car- 
ry it?” said I. 

“Yes; but I cannot cast it off.” 

“Well, then do not. blame Christ 
for not carrying it, so long as you 
will not let Him have it.” 

“But how am I ever to be com- 
forted if I never can reach my 
lost boy?” 

“You can reach him by way of 
the throne,” said I. 

Then I told her of some people 
down in Indiana whose son came 
to this city, and before he had 
been here many weeks was seen 
by one of his old ‘neighbors ly- 
ing drunk on the street. The man 
didn’t like to tell his parents, but 
at last he thought if his own boy 
had been seen in that condition 
he should certainly want to know 
it, so he told the father, and the 
father told the mother. They did 
not sleep any that night. They 
wrestled all night in prayer for 
their lost boy, and just as the 


morning dawned his mother said, 


“T have an answer from the Lord. 
I don’t know when our son is 
going to be saved, but God has 
told me that he shall not die a 
drunkard.” One week from that 
day that young man started for 
his home, three hundred milés 
away, and as he entered the door 
he said, “Mother, I have come to 
ask you to pray for my soul,” It 
was not long before he was hap- 
pily converted, and then he re- 
turned to Chicago to become a 
useful and active Christian. 
But someone says, “How | 
I come to Christ with my 
bles?”

“To Preach Deliverance to

Now let us take the third clause 
of the verse: “To preach deliver- 
ance to the captives.” In the for- 
ty-ninth chapter of Isaiah at the 
twenty-fourth verse, are these 
words: “Shall the prey be taken 
from the mighty, or the lawful 
captive delivered?” 

“Yes,” says the Lord Jesus 
Christ, “I am-come for that very 
purpose.” Now, my friends, just 
ask yourselves the question, 
Whether a sinner can forgive him- 
self, or a convicted criminal save 
himself from the penalty of the 
law he has broken. If he is to 
be delivered at all there must be 
a deliverer, for he cannot deliver 
himself, This text tells us who the 
deliverer is—Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God. Suppose I were to 
tell you that there is no way for 
you to escape from the perdition 
of ungodly men—that eternal 

eath is certainly waiting for you 
—and that nothing can possibly 
save you from it—you would all 
reject such doctrine. Even the 
thieves and gamblers who have 
strayed in here tonight would re- 
ject such terrible doctrine as that. 


Mr. George H. Stuart told me 
that he was once asked by Gov- 
ernor Curtin of Pennsylvania to 
go and tell a man who had been 
condemned to die for murder that 
there was no hope of his being 
pardoned. When he went into the 
cell the wretched man said to 
him: “You are a good man. You 
have come to bring me_ good 
news.” And when he heard the 
message the governor had sent, 
he fainted away. It is an awful 
thing to have the last hope taken 
away. But, thanks be to God!

Satan has 
been busy for eighteen hundred 
years binding men in his chains 
and making captives of them, and 
Christ says He has come to set 
the captives free. 


Satan goes about his work very 
slyly. He winds around usa gold- 
en spider’s web, which we could 
blow away with a breath; then he 
binds us with a thread; and we 
say, “O, that is nothing; I can 
break that any time.’ But he 
goes on winding his’ threads 
around us, and they get larger and 
stronger all the time, till at last 
he has bound us hand and foot, 
and then he mocks our helpless 
sorrow and our vain struggles to 
get away. 


The Son of God has power to 
break every band and fetter, to 
deliver every captive, and to let 
the oppressed go free. 

But the first thing for us to un- 


derstand is the fact that we are 


really captives. Do any of you 
doubt it? Let me just ask you 
a question or two. How many 
times have you thought over 
your sins and made up your mind 
to forsake them? Perhaps you 
have been in the habit of swear- 
ing, and have resolved to stop. 
And how have you succeeded? 
Didn’t you find the same old oaths 
and curses jumping out every time

you got mad? Didn't you find that 
the old habit was too strong for 
you? Ah, my friend, that shows 
that Satan has captured you and 
bound you in that terrible habit 
of blaspheming, and you will nev- 
er be able to get free without 
the help of Christ the deliverer. 


But suppose you can break off 
all your sins, what are you going 
to do with your past sins? 

I’ll tell you what to do with 
them—bring them to Christ. Do 
you want to stop swearing? Come 
to Christ and ask Him to give 
you a new heart, a heart that 
hasn’t any curses in it, and then 
you will be free from that chain 
of the Devil. You have a quick 
temper; well, bring it to Christ, 
and He will give you a new tem- 
per. Just give up all hope of be- 
ing able to save yourself, and let 
the Lord deliver you. Just let the 
cry go up, “I am a captive,” and 
see how quickly Jesus Christ will 
come to your deliverance! 


I remember hearing of a little 
fellow who was met on his way 
home from school by a great ruf- 
fianly boy, a good deal bigger than 
he was, who tried to pick a quar- 
rel with him. “I can’t fight you,” 
said the little boy, “but you just 
wait till I go and fetch my big 
brother,” and he ran off as hard 
as he could to find his big brother; 
but when they came back the 
coward wasn’t there. 


My friends, you are no match 
for Satan, and when he wants to 
fight you just run to your elder 
Brother, who is more than a 
match for all the devils in Hell. 

Society is divided into a great 
many different classes, but God 
only knows two classes. The cross 
of Calvary divided the world in- 
to these two classes: those who 
are under the power of Satan, and 
those who are under the grace of 
Jesus Christ. 

Who is your master? Have you 
never been delivered from the 
power of that slavery into which ' 
you were born? Then change mas- 
ters here tonight. Satan will hold 
you tighter and tighter. He 
doesn’t care at all what sort of 
chains he binds you with, so that 
you are bound; or in what sort of 
a chariot you ride to ruin. He is 
just as willing you should go down 
to Hell from a soft-cushioned pew 
in one of these fine churches as in 
any other way, so as he can only 
get you. But if you choose to be 
on the Lord’s side tonight—give 
yourself to God tonight, trusting 
wholly and solely in Him—dHe will 
take you by His right hand and 
lead you right past any saloon or 
billiard hall, or any other place 
of iniquity, without your having 
the slightest wish for the old-time 
pleasure and the old-time sin. 

Don’t forget that it is Christ 
who is the Deliverer, not the 
church. All the churches in the 
world never yet saved one sinner, 
but Christ has saved a great many, 
and He is ready and waiting to 
save you. 

There was a struggle on Calva- 
ry between the lion of Hell and 
the Lion of the tribe of Judah. 
The waves of death broke upon 
the Son of God on the cross, like 
the angry ocean dashing its fierce 
waves against the rocks of the 
shore. Look at those fiends as 
they rush upon the Man of Sor- 
rows nailed there upon the cross! 
But all at once He cries out, “It 
is finished!” Victory over death 
and Hell! Up, up, up, He goes, 
and takes His place upon the mer- 
cy seat. O! I had a great deal 
rather have Him there than any- 
where else. Where else could He 
be of so much help to us as at the 
right hand of the Father? 

I have never known a sinner to 
come down into the dust before 
Christ but that Christ lifted him 
up. Down there in the inquiry 
room, sometimes, it seems as if 
we could hear the footsteps of 
the Son of God coming to deliver 
those poor captive souls. But when 
anybody feels too proud to confess 
his sins, that man doesn’t get out 
of prison at all. 

When General Grant went into 
Richmond I went in with him, 
and started to find our boys down 
in Libby Prison. Nobody had told 
them how near our army was, and 
the first they knew of our victory 


they heard our columns marching | 


up the street, the band playing 


“The Star Spangled Banner.” 


Then the prison doors were 
thrown open, and in a moment 
they were free. So it shall be with 
you sinners, bound in the capti- 
vity of your own lust, or passion, 
or appetite, or habit. Let Christ 
come and unbar the prison, and 
in a moment you are free. 
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“Recovering of Sight 
to the Blind” 


I want to take up one more 
clause of this verse—‘‘the recover- 
ing of sight to the blind.” 

Satan breaks men’s hearts, 
Christ binds them up; Satan takes 
men captive, Christ delivers them; 
Satan blinds men, Christ opens 
their eyes. 

How blind those people of Na- 
zareth must have been when they 
brought the Son of God to the 
brow of the hill, and were going 
to cast him down because ~-He 
preached the Gospel to them! 


How blind those people were 
who wanted to drive Him away 
from the coasts, after He had 
cast out the devils from the man 
among the tombs, just because 
they had lost some swine! 


How blind they were who con- 
demned Him and brought Him to 
Calvary, and nailed Him to the 
cross! 


They tell us there are about three 
millions of blind people in the 
world, but I wonder how many 
millions there are who are spir- 
itually blind? We have a very ten- 
der sympathy for those who have 
no sight, especially for those who 
have been born blind; but it 
wouldn’t take fifteen minutes to 
show you that almost all the 
people in Chicago are in that con- 
dition, as. far as spiritual sight 
is concerned: even the church 
hasn’t got its eyes more than half 
open. 


At one of our meetings in Lon- 
don one night, a man was speak- 
ing with great power, and when 
I asked who it was, they told me 
it was Dr. Moon, the blind man, 
who had translated the Bible in- 
to seventy-two languages. in 
raised letters for the blind. That 
man had a congregation of two 
millions of people, and he had ne- 
ver seen one of them. It is said 
that his mother mourned over 
him when she learned that he was 
hopelessly blind, saying, “O my 
poor child, who will take care of 
you when I am gone?” but God 
has taken care of her blind child, 
and made him the means of a 
great deal of sight to the world. 

Now I want to take up some of 
the different classes of people in 
this city who are blind. 

In the first place, there are 
some of our leading men who are 
money-blind. The god of this world 
has been holding up dollars and 
cents before their eyes so long 
that they have set their hearts 
upon them, and now they can 
scarcely see anything else. 

They are spending all their 
time and strength in order to get 
rich. God has given them the de- 
sire of their souls, and just see 
how lean and miserable they are: 
how poor and blind, in spite of 
all their wealth! 

Another class of people, a large 
class in these days, is blinded by 
politics. There will be a great 
many sad hearts over this election 
inside of a week. Those men who 
seek the honor that cometh from 
men are making a wreck of their 
lives and going to ruin, when if 
they were only seeking the honor 
that comes from above, the honor 
which comes from God, their 
names might be written in the 
book of life. 

Then there are a great many 
whose eyes have been blinded with 
pleasure. In the inquiry meeting 
the other night there was a wo- 
man who said to me, “Mr. Moody, 
there is a ball coming off in a 
few days. I don’t want to become 
a Christian until that is over.” 

Another lady said to me, “I 
should not like to become a Chris- 
tian, because I should have to 
give up all pleasure.” 

“What pleasure?” I asked. 

“Theatres, novels, and cards,” 
she replied. 


“What! a sensible woman like 
you weighing such trifles as these 
against the salvation of your 
soul!” 


“Well,” said the woman, 
haven’t anything else to do.” 

“Nothing else to do, when there 
are souls waiting for you to lead 
them to Christ?” 
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O how blind sucht a soul must 
be! 

Some people are blinded by 
fashion. They always want to see 
the latest patterns in dresses, bon- 
nets, and cloaks. One woman Said 
to me, “I always think of a new 
dress, or something, whenever I 
kneel down to pray.” You laugh, 
but how many of you are guilty 
of just such sin and folly? 

If you fashionable people would 
get along with fewer dresses, and 
spend some of your pocket money 
relieving the poor, you would show 
a great deal more wisdom than in 
spending your lives like so many 
butterflies. 

Another class of the blinded is 
the class of those who call them- 
selves fast men. Here is a young 
man with a thousand dollars sa- 
lary, but he spends three thou- 
sand dollars a year; and by and 
by his employers begin to suspect 
him. He takes a dollar because 
he wants tv go to the theater 
some night; then he wants to go 
two nights, so he takes two dol- 
lars. And this goes on until he is 
discovered, his good name gone 
forever, and he is turned out up- 
on the world a wretched and 
ruined man, 

There are a great many young 
men in this city who are spend- 
ing their time and money at the 
gambling table, and how long do 
you think it will be before those 
poor blinded souls will be lost? 

There is another class of people 
who are wretchedly blind. I saw 
one of these young men as I was 
coming down to the Tabernacle 
tonight. Now listen to what Solo- 


mon says about him: “At the wins 
dow of my house I looked through 
my casement, and beheld among 
the simple ones. . . a young man 
void of understanding. ... and, be- 
hold, there met him a woman with 
the attire of a harlot, and subtle 
of heart. . . She caught him, and 
kissed him, and with an impudent 
face said unto him. . . I have 
decked my bed with coverings of 
tapestry. . . I have perfumed my 
bed with myrrh, aloes, and cinna- 
mon. Come, let us take our fill of 
love until the morning: let us so- 
lace ourselves with loves. . . He 
goeth after her straightway, as 
an ox goeth to the slaughter, or 
as a fool to the correction of the 
stocks. . . For she hath cast down 
many wounded; yea, many strong 
men have been slain by her. Her 
house is the way to hell, going 
down to the chambers of death.” 


And I don’t know a much shor- 
ter way to Hell than that. 


Some of you have come up from 
the country, from pious homes, 
may find yourselves disgraced, 
corrupted, and destroyed just be- 
cause you suffer the god of this 
world to blind your hearts to the 
damning sin of licentiousness. 


May the Lord open. your eyes 
tonight to see your danger and 
your sin! Then when you get your 
eyes opened a little, and have ta- 
ken a good look at your miserable 
self, look at once to Christ, and 
by looking at Him you will see 
His beauty, learn to love Him, and 
come to be like Him.
